TBI TORONTO GLOBE ON KhSl'ONP] B LK GOVERN- 
SUNT TOR BRITISH COLUMBIA, 

We have received Dominion exchangei 
to tbe 26th ult Our bits containing the 
proposed Terms of Conlederation having 
reached Canada a few day i before the mail 
lelt, it is chiefly interestiog to note the opin- 
ions of tha press thereupon. The Ouawa 
Citizen, a Ministerial paper, publishes the 
Terms, with lengthened comments, and it \i 
gratilyiog to observe tbat tbey are upon the 
whole not eufavorable. ' Whilst most ol the 
demunda thus put forth,' says our cooteui- 
potaty, ' are Bucb as would be exoeotod by 
Canada, others need to he modified upon 
lurtber consideration und ou doubt thoy 
would be when negotiations on the subject 
were actually node taken bttweou the colony 
and tbe Dominion. As to tbe Qcnuoial 
TerajB, strictly speaking, they are fair and 
reasonable, &ud will cause no difiicolty.' The 
okief diflliuLy, it thinks, lbs iu tho oyerlai d 
rnilway Hem, respecting which it snys :— 
•Tbat tbere is an urgent and pressing need for 
a railway lo connect '.be Atlantic' and Pacific 
Provinces is generally, or we might say, uni- 
versally admitted ; yet it may be questioned 
whether it would bo wise policy to limit the 
time lor i<s commencement or its completion, 
or the amount that should be annually ex- 
pended upon it. Tbe work is a political as 
irell aa commercial necessity; as such it 
ought to and will be commenced and finished 
as soon as the finances of the Dominion will 
permit. To limit the time, aud the animal 
expenditure upon it. would not expedite the 
work, nu t wou ld ruther lend to retard it.' 
Alter pointm h „„f ono or two naatu-rs regard- 
ing which it does not r .., esg sullicicnt inlor- 
m&tion to feel justified in piu^».,„ c i n( r an 
opinion, our conlomporary says : — 'With lbc=.. 
exceptions the other paints are simple enough 
and easy of arrangement, with the exception, 
perhaps, of the last — the peasioning off of the 
old Bri.isb Columbian officials. It is rather 
oppoieito Canadian practice to grantpensions; 
but we hive little doubt that this point could 
be satisfactorily arranged by negotiations be- 
tween tha, colony and tbe Hnlish and Cana- 
dian Governments. Un a general view of the 
propositions, we see no reason to doubt that 
a salisltictoty determination can be reached.' 
The Toronlorj/oie, tho leading Reform paper, 
ulso pubhshet tbe terms and lakes ground not 
materially different from the above, Regard- 
ing the r.dlwayit says, 'The railway will be 
commenced as ston as oircumstances will per- 
mit. The desireof Canada, to soo this work 
accomplished is at great as that of Hntish Co- 
lumbia—but the f nct of a time being stated 
for its coraa»encern>nt will not ensure that ob- 
jected it is desirabe to avoid promises which 
it may be impossihli to fulfil, Cn tbe other 
hand, the inaugu.-atiin ol the road will not he 
delayed because of tbi absence of the tirae- 
Btipulatiog clause. ' Tie following is the con- 
clusion of the Globe's .rticle; ' Confederation 
has been more than one, held out by tho Press 
of British Columbia as arneans of obtaining a 
purely representative government ; and the 
omission ot any remark about this iu the list 
of terms, and the opinion riven by tbe Gov- 
ernor in Irs speech, is a mttake. linti&h Co- 
lumbia must bo the Barne iutbia resp"Ct as all 
the other Provinces of the Dominion. The 
ilea of treating the people o, ouo Provinco as 
il tbey were objldren by te|ing them tbat 
tljey.aro ' too young ' to he tr^ted with self- 
government is absurd. The people of British 
Columbia aro just as capable of regulating 
their own local affairs as the '[eoplo of any 
otbet Province > and tl)9 propoatiou to con- 
stitute tbo colony a portion of I >o Dominion 
and i,t tbo sumo time to rule It) people by 
oioam of impossible) ufljciala and lovcmuicui 
nominees, U loo rldiouloua to be latef (alned 
for a raoment.'

The California I'ress and Our Mew 
Ulines, 



The San Francisco Pross, dog-in-tup- 
manger-like, is just now engaged in an 
effort to prevent un emigration to this 
colony of a lew of tho many thousands 
who have fuiled to obtain either employ- 
ment or Bustouanco in that State. Tho 
work ia not a very philanthropic oue, 
but it ia highly characteristic of the Bay 
City. ' Better starve in California than 
flourish in British Columbia/ has long 
beon tho patriotic crtcd of our neigh- 
bors. Tho expedient reported to (or 
this purposo would bo ingenious if it were 
not an old, exploded, confidence dodge. 
Anonymous letters are inserted in the 
papers purporting to havo been Written 
in this city with a view to exposing 
what tho writers aro pleavud to call 
'grossly exaggerated' statements got 
up in thi* colony. One of these letters 
is headed 'From a correspondent of the 
Bulletin,' and is dated Victoria, March 
18, 1870. It commences in the follow- 
ing orthodox fashion; 1 Boiug con- 
BCientiouslj opposed to tho publication 
of statements basing a decided tendency 
towurds misleading the community through 
tho medium of the inforrcatiou which 
they protees to contain, 1 feol bound to 
communicate a few fuct6 relating to these 
mines, tho reports concerning which 
have lately so greatly engrossed the at- 
tention of tho Press to your State/ To 
say nothing of the other counterfeit 
ieatuics, there is an awkward blunder 
in dates. A person writing from Vic- 
toria on the 18th of March could not 
by any human possibility have been 
aware of tho attention of the press of 
California being ' lately so greatly en- 
grossed * with our new mines. Any one 
willing to rend these so-called letters 
and compnro dates and facts will readily 
conclude that ilxy have been manufac- 
tured in Sun Francisco, and that, too, 
from the simple and unvarnished accounts 
of the new mines which appeared in 
our own 'columns towards tho end of 
February, and which wero copied pretty 
freely into tho San Francisco papers. 
This wilt appear the more obvious from 
the way in which certain facts and 
figures are attempted to bo misconstrued 
with an awkwardness clearly indica- 
ting a want of familiarity with the coun- 
try and the circumstances too palpable 
to be attributed to any person 
writing from here, One of tlieso 
papers, rather moro facetious thau 
its local contemporaiie. J , thus admon- 
ishes its presumably verdant readers'. — 
' Let us treat our Biiti.^h neighbors in 
tnls maum no utie ui me opva ireatou 
an alchemist, lie claimed that ho had 
succeeded in turning a base metal into 
gold, and sent the Popo a small sura 
which he asserted he had thus transmu- 
ted, expecting that the Pope would send 
him a large sum of money to continue 
his operations. The unbelieving and 
waggish Father sent him only an empty- 
purse, however, telling him that if the 
claims of his discovery wore truthful he 
seeded uo money, but only a lurg-; purse 
t'i hold the gold ho could so readily 
make. The Victorians, however, need 
no purses ; for empty purses havo been 
an affliction in almost every man's 
pocket fur tho past five years. Thoy 
therefore need all tho gold and silver 
nuggets to fill them. Let our miners 
be generous for once and s'ay at homo, 
so that our British neighbors may not 
have to divide their lato-lound treasure 
with us.' We greatly fear tho San Fran- 
cisco press would do well to rosoi vo tho 
abovo ohoico anecdote for homo use and 
application. If their own columns speak 
truly, there is no need of coming all the 
way to Victoria to find ' empty purses.' 
"We havo no disposition, however, to 
quarrel with our contemporaries on this 
.(abject. If Oalifomians can afford to 
Btay away, we Bhall doubtless get on 
without them, although it would be 
very nioo to havo them bring ' tbrco 
dollars into tho country for every one 
they take out of it,' as ono writer alleges 
is tbe case. The truth of tho matter is 
that we have no desire to see a rush, 
much less promote one by unjustifiable 
means, such as those imputed to us. 
During tho whole period since the die- 
coven of these new mines wo havo pur- 
posely refrained irorn giving curroncy to 
any of the wild Btodes and exoiting re- 
ports comrnouly connected with now dU~ 
coveiies of rich diggings, just because 
we felt thai anything liken* rush' was 
most undesirablo this year. Un this ac- 
count, whatever has appeared in these 
columns respecting the new goldfitU has 
been carefully put through the siev, of 
caution— wo might almost say skepti- 
cism • and wo aro unconscious of having 
published anything thai can with' 
truth be characterised as exaggeration. 
Certainly wo have published nothing 
with the Object imputed to us by the 
writers in San FraueisOO papers. Bui 
this looks too much like writing ID Belt- 
iusilticalion, a thing we certainly had 
no intention of doing. It would be 
more alienation to *»y that we do not 
want iresb muscle, iicah capital. Wo 
want both ; but wo do not want a rush 
Of minors this soasou ; and euso ot all 
do wo want a rush of deluded people, 
for such could only prove a' durse. 
There are abundant old British Colum- 
bians iu Caiiloruia who. will know that 
the news winch we have pubJisl.ud n h 
well as that which their f| .ends have 
written to t.iem, is net 'exaggeration 
and the lew hundreds ol auou a>JUieso 
nnmlni/ up Will suUicu for tins year. 
Sy HN-^ to prospect and locate 
chums to greater advantage than if stir, 
funded by *U eager crowd altogether 



now to tho country, and noxt year will 
bo time on ugh for anything like a tubIi 
hither. And should these new mines 
prove to ho anything like as rich and 
exteritive as we iiave reason to bebevo thoy 
ore all the prees dodges to which Sun Fran- 
cisco is capable ol resorting will not Buffiee 
to prevent a rush. Indeed, any attempt in 
ttiat direction will scarcely be lees ridiculous 
and ineffectual than Unit of tho old woman 
of the lable who attempted to beat back old 
ocean wava with her kiichen broom. To 
ihopo proposing to go to tho new mineB we 
bavo a word ot advice. 'Do Dot rnako tho 
loo common miiUke ol lastiiug into the in- 
terior belore supplies can be moved, -' 



lacile means of transit can bo established. 
Tho country through which you will have to 
pa68 alter leaving Fort George ia cot, as 
described by a writer in the dun Franaiaco 
Chronicle, 'the roughest country under God's 
heaven.' Throughout the entire mute uo 
difficulties are to bo eucouUered at all com- 
parable with thtsa which tho early Cariboo 
miners hod to overcome. The climate of 
the Peace River country is milder und more 
lavorablo than that of Cariboo, and tbo 
price- ef all tho necessaries and appliances in 
the lormer will probably not be more than 
or-e lounh of whai they were in tho latter 
during the firei and second years of its mill- 
ing history.

Last evening at 8 o'clock, agreeable to 
the cull of Ibo Muyor, a publio meeting was 
convened at the Theatre lor the purpose of 
oomiilering ibe political */«i!ir,i of tho colony 
under Confederation, espociilly as relalea to 
Responsible GoTernment and lho appoint- 
ment ol Messrs Truich, Catrall and Helui- 
cken as Delegaios of British Columbia at 
Ottawa. The building was rilled in every 
part, long belore ihe hour of intsiitig hud ar- 
rived, by un utididuco largely composed o| 
influential citizens. 

On motion of Mr W S S Gree^, seconded 
by Mr Wilitma, iba Mayor link ibu'Criuir 
at o'clock, and MrUroen wab unanimously 
ohosen Secretary. 

His Worship stated the object of the meet- 
ing aud Bui d the questions w-ro lieaponi-ible 
Uovernmeot v$ Iiru-jjonsiblc Guveruuicni and 
misrule, and good meu wbo represented lho 
leeliug ol the oounlry instead ol tne propos- 
ed delegates who did uoi represent it. His 
Wur'hip culled on Mr Hubert Beaveti 
lo move the first resolu ion, 

Mr Robert Heaven said it was incumbent 
on all, now we were about to obtain a great 
political ohange, to usaist in getting it in 
-uch a form as lo put an end lo agitation in 
me future [Appluu-eJ. The Terms of Con- 
federation weie good so fur us Uiey want, but 
Ho believed lhe interests of the people had 
t.'uen ignored witb respect tu the lorin 61 
locul government wo were 'o have ur dor 
Confederation, and ho would, iberefote, 
move the lollowiug reeoiution:

Mr Fell being c-.tlled lor, said that the ques- 
tion was onu of considerable importance mid 
bii was opposed to reponsiblo government such 
as these gentlemen had been advocating lor 
some time; ho was not, however, opposed to 
responsible government where it could be 
worked uut as ho belonged to the CobJen 
und Bright Bchool of politics. Jlo had watched 
the current of publio affairs for the last nine 
years and he had come to the conclu->ion that 
they were unfit for responsible government 
[Prolonged hissing] The speaker eulogized 
tne energy and ability of tbe people of the 
colony, but with a population ol something 
like iiamull English market town we had been 
trammeled with a government sufficient lor the 
whole ol England, when wu only needed one 
man and flit clerks to do all the work. [Hour] 
AU the evils wo labored under were atiridiita. 
ble to mismanagement l>1 officials um| the eoa- 
duct ot politicians who bad lud thus by tbe 
nose through a long series ol years. He had 
warned the people six years ago against the 
effects of the abolition of Frae Trade, and he 
warned them now against the, machinations o 
men who sought lo lead thein, deeper sol

Voice— Do you mean the delegates ? 
Mr Fell— No. Tho [aland uoderrepreeen la- 
live government had next door to responsille 
government.

Tnu other day [7 members 
of the Council voted tit knock off the road 
tolls and tbe government sent down a message 
refusing t.o knock them off, 

Mr Pell — The same thing would happen in 
England. The Qecen has the power. 

Mr DeCosmos — If tliu same thing happened 
In England the .Ministry must resign; but 
have .Messrs Ir'utcll, Crease, Helmcken and 
others resigned? [Cheers.] The meeting 
was asked whether it would have hereditary 
rulers or not? With Ml Wallace, he would 
hear the tyranny of England rather than thai 
of Canada, [bear, hear,] and there could he- 
no Confederation without responsible govern- 
ment. [Cheers ] Mr DeCosmos denied that 
the people of lho Provinces wero dissatisfied 
with the rule of Confederation. Tbere was 
irritation, it was true, but the people were 
ilot willing to break up the union. He calle 
on the people to go in for ru.-ponsible govern 
meat. Mr Trutch hud stood up in the Hons 
und said the country was uoi lit for self-gov- 
ernment, [Hisses ] Was there a muu in t lie 
audience WHO dare say .-,0? [A voice—Yes !] 
There's one man among you who say's he': 
not fit for responsible government— and I be 
lieve him. [(J rem laugh ler ] A majority 
of the people was in favor uf responsible 
government, and the questions were Con- 
tederalion and Responsible Government or lr 
responsible Government aud no Confederation 
II the people present were iu lavur of Con- 
federation with responsible government let 
them give ono good, rousing cheer. 
Three cheers wero given with n will. 
Hon Mr Humphreys entne forward and said 
thai, alter Mr Fell's remarks, ho was con- 
vinced the rice of twaddlers wal not yet ex- 
tinct. [Hours of laughter ] The gentleman 
was bolter acquainted with lho principles of 
sugar and coffee than ho was with the science 
uf government, and ho [Mr Humphreys] 
thought any gentleman who would stand up 
beloro an intelligent audience to tell Un- 
people what thoy want nnd then denounce them 
us greenhorns and devoid of intelligonoe 
ought to be ashamed of himself.
